Wilson reached Topeka, the turning 
point of his middle western tour this 
afternoon. 
He was greeted with a 


salute of 21 guns and escorted by 
state troops to the residence or Gov. 
Capper, whose guest he was till 1 
o'clock, when he addressed an au- 
dience in the auditorium. 


The President and Mrs. Wilson 


rode over snow-packed streets in zero 
weather 
in open automobiles. 
A 


crowd cheered them at the station 
but most of the city's 50,000 popula- 
tion lined the sidewalks along the 
way to the governor's residence. 


It was 1.08 
o'clock 
when 
the 


president entered 
the 
auditorium. 


The crowd cheered. 
President Wilson was greeted with 


applause as he rose after being in- 
troduced by Governor Capper, who 
said that if necessary at least 100,- 
000 Kansas men would answer the 
call of the government. Several thou- 
sand American flags were dropped 
from 
the 
ceiling. 
The audience 


stood and cheered 
The president declared he knew 


the people of Kansas wanted to know 
the facts before taking action. 


"I have come," he said, "not to 


plead a cause. 
The cause I came 


for does not need pleading. 
I want 


to clear away clouds 
which have 


arisen to fog this issue." 


"For one thing, it may be neces- 


sary," the president with an em- 
phatic gesture said, 
"to 
use 
the 


forces of the United States to vindi- 
cate the rights of American citizens 
everywhere to enjoy the rights of 
international law. 
"America is not going to abide the 


habitual or 
continual 
neglect 
of 


those rights." 
President Wilson 
also 
declared 


that the American flag would come 
down in the Philippines as it had 
done in Cuba, "as soon as we feel 
the Philippines can take over their 
own affairs and our protection is no 
Jonper required." 


"You will ask if there is some new 


crisis for my .coming here,"

ation which I have to discuss with

TINENTAL ARMY 


Tells Committee Law Could be 
Passed Making; Guard Part of 


Federal Forces. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Washington, Feb. 2.—Opposition 


to the administration's continental 
army plan was expressed by adjutant 
General Benson W. Hough of Ohio, 
when he came here today to appear 
before the military affairs commit- 
tee of the house. 
He declared em- 
phatically he favors increasing the 
size and efficiency of the national 
guard of ail states. This plan Gen- 
eral Hough stated will be more eco- 
nomical, less of an experiment and 
without the 
objection 
which 
has 


been urged that state militia could 
not be taken out of the country. 
General 
Hough 
suggested 
that 


congress enact a law under which 
men who join the state militia may 
also take an oath to serve the United 
States in case of war. He expressed 
the opinion that even under tae iJies- 
ent law, which authorizes the use of 
the national guard by the govern- 
ment to repel invasion there would 
be no legai or moral objection to 
sending troops across 
the 
border 


since this might be necessary to "re- 
pel invasions." 


General Hough recalled, however, 
that the present attitude of national 
leaders is against any war of aggres- 
sion, and that consequently the ques- 
tion of taking the militia out of the 
country is largely theoretical. 


"The Ohio National Guard of 8004 


officers and enlisted men has given 
good accounts of itself in the past 
and as the time goes on it is becom- 
ing better equipped, better 
discip- 


lined and better trained," said Gen- 
eral Hough. 
"Alter all these years of develop- 


ment of the militia of all states it is 
now proposed by the war 
depart- 


ment to cast aside the organization 
and attempt to organize from 
the 


ground up, 
a 
continental 
army. 


Such a policy necessarily would be 
a new, untried and absolutely experi- 
mental one and would mean the in- 
vestment of an enormous amount of 
money to bring its organization and 
development up to that of the nation- 
al guard. 
It would take time. 


"A few years would be the mini- 


mam in which it could be expected 
to make this voluntary force, 
the 


continental arm>, as far along in de- 
velopment as the national guard. If 
successful even in part, which is to 
be very 
much doubted, it would 


mean double expenses. Such a sit- 
uation would be regarded 
from a 


business standpoint impractical and 
extravagant. 


"The sensible thing to do to secure 


a condition of adequate protection to 
the country would be to utilize the 
national guard of the United States 
now numbering something like 120,- 
000 to 130,000 and increase it 
in 


numbers and efficiency to that point 
where it will, as a second or assis- 
tant regular army, insure a reason- 
able, safe and adequate protection 
to the nation."
